Lexington, Ky., Saptamber 8— Pro- 
phesying that the result of the present 

conflict will be that the sale and man- 
ufacture of whiskey would be pro- 
hibited, Lieutenant Governor James I). 
Black made the feature address of this 
morning's sesBlon of the State Meth- 
odist church conference. 

"I have heard It statetf on good au> 
thority," Mr. Blaok said, "that the peo- 
ple of the tJnlted States spend more 
than $2,500,000,000 annually for whis- 
ky. Tills Ih more money than in Hpent 
for education and five or bIx tInu'H as 
much as it cost to construct the Pana- 
ma Caual." 

The speaker aaid he was certain 
that some achierement would oome 
out of the war as a compensation for 
tho blood which Is being spilled on 
the batlU'lleldrt of Knrope and that 
those achievements would he the 
abolishment of the liquor trade. 
I To accomplish this result, the lieu- 
tenant governor aaid that much de- 
pended upon the November election In 
Kentucky and he urged the people to 
send only those men to the leRlHlature 
who favored submitting the prohibi- 
tion amendment to the voters of tlie 
State. 

At a conference this morning the 
following lay delegates were chosen 
to go to the general conference, which 
will be held in Atlanta next May: 
W. W. Ball, of Maysvllle: Dr. C. B. 
VanArsdalo, of Ilarrodslinrm Alfred 
Combs, of Ixixlnglon, and Judpe Wlns- 
low, of CarroUon. 

The morning sesBlon was featured 
by addresses by prominent educators 
who were seeking aid In behalf of the 
Methodist institutions of learning 
which they represpnted. 

Dr. 0. F. Goddard. of (lalvoston, 
Tex., delivered an address In the in- 
terest of education, showing liow im- 
portant it was that the the mass of the 
people should be educated, and em- 
phasising the cooperation which 
should exist between the school and 
the church. 

Dr. n. II. nennett, of Atlanta, presi- 
dent of till! correspondence school for 
young ministers, spoke on the need 
for a better education for the minis- 
try. His talk was followed by an ad- 
dress by Dr. J. L, Clark, of Winches- 
ter, In behalf of Kentucky Wesleyan 
College. 

The meeting this morning was at- 
tended by the largest crowd of tlie 
week and ron8id<'rable interest was 
manifested in the program. 

The conference will come to a close 
Monday at noon.

Varn nnd knitting needles may be 
procured eillier Iroiii Hod Cross Chap- 
ters or from stores, provided the yarn 
Is of the same fjrade and needles of 
the same size as those described In 
this article.
